MEMBERS  OF  FRATERNAL  BENEFICIARY  SOCIETIES.

town  coimcil.     In  addition  to  the  above    named  Annual  com- 
compensation,  each  town  forest  warden  shall  be  paid  l^^wdena. 
at  the  rate  of  ten  dollars  a  year,  and  each  district

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forest  warden,  not  exceeding  six  such  district  wardens 
in  any  one  town,  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  five 
dollars  a  year.  Said  sums  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all 
allowances  for  making  reports,  for  postage,  for 
posting  notices,  for  issuing  pemjits,  for  telephoning, 
and  for  other  services  not  specified  in  this  act :  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  such  services  shall  actually  have 
been  rendered,  or  that  such  expenses  shall  have  been 
incurred.

Such  payment  for  work 
done  in  preventing  and  extinguishing  forest  fire  shall 
not  be  made  until  an  itemized  account  of  all  the  labor 
performed  and  all  materials  used  shall  be  submitted 
by  the  forest  warden  under  whose  direction  the  work  is 
done  or  the  assistance  rendered,  and  shall  be  approved 
by  the  town  coupcil  and  filed  with  the  town  treasurer, 
who  shall  thereupon  transmit  a  copy  of  the  order  for 
payment  to  the  state  auditor,  who  shall  audit  such 
payment  if  just  and  proper,  and  one-half  thereof 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury.

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  a^  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  21  of  Chapter  136  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended  by  Section  2  of  Chapter 
1385  of  the  PubKc  Laws,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

''Sec.  21.  The  commissioners  of  birds  shall  pro- 
tect wild  birds  and  wild  animals  throughout  the  state, 
and  shall  prosecute  every  person  who  shall  violate 
any  of  the  laws  of  this  state  relating  to  wild  birds  or 
wild  animals,  and  the  setting  or  attendance  of 
snares  and  traps.  Whenever  complaint  is  made  by 
said  commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  or  by  their 
deputies,  of  any  violation  of  any  of  the  laws  of  this 
state  relating  to  wild  birds  or  wild  animals,  or 
relating  to  the  setting  or  attendance  of  snares  and 
traps,  they  shall  not  be  required,  either  by  themselves 
or  by  their  deputies  to  furnish  surety  for  costs  or  be 
liable  for  costs  on  such  complaint.'' 

Sec.  2.  Section  22  of  Chapter  136  of  the  General 
Laws,  as  amended  by  Section  2  of  Chapter  1385  of 
the  Public  Laws,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

''Sec.  22.  Said  commissioners,  in  their  discretion, 
may  appoint  any  number  of  deputies,  and  shall  issue 
commissions  under  their  hands  to  said  deputies 
empowering  them  to  execute  the  duties  of  such  oflSce, 
and  shall  record  the  names  of  said  deputies  with  the 
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secretary  of  state.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
missioners of  birds  and  their  deputies  to  enforce  all 
the  laws  of  this  state  relating  to  wild  birds  and  wild 
animals,  and  the  setting  or  attendance  of  snares  or 
traps  for  wild  birds  or  wild  animals,,  and  they  shall 
have  the  power  to  execute  all  warrants  and  search 
warrants  issued  for  the  violation  of  the  laws  of  this 
state  with  reference  to  wild  birds  or  wild  animals

Section  1.  Chapter  1420  of  the  Public  Laws, 
passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  1916,  entitled 
"An  act  authorizing  the  town  of  Bristol  to  hire  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  permanent 
highway  improvement,''  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows :

interest  thereon,  a  sum  to  be  placed  as  a  sinking  fund 
sufficient  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds  when  due 
and  all  obligations  of  said  town  which  may  be 
created  \mder  the  authority  of  this  act  shall  be 
excepted  from  the  operation  of  Section  21  of  Chapter 
46  of  the  General  Laws." 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage, 
and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed.

Section  2  of  the  act,  entitled  "An 
act  to  incorporate  the  Blackstone  Valley  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,"  passed  at  the  January  session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  A.  D.  1912,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  such  sum,  not  to  exceed  (except  as  herein- 
after provided)  four  million  dollars,  as  may  be 
fixed  from  time  to  time  by  vote  of  the  stockholders.

All  or  any  part 
of  the  preferred  stock  may  be  redeemed  by  the  corpor- 
ation,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  at  par  and 
fifteen  per  centum  premium  and  accrued  dividends, 
and  the  directors  shall  have  full  power  to  determine 
how  the  particular  shares  to  be  redeemed  shall  be 
ascertained,^ in  case  only  a  part  of  the  preferred  stock 
is  redeemed.  At  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  the 
holders  of  preferred  stock  shall  have  two  votes  for 
each  share  of  preferred  stock  held  by  them,  as  shown 
by  the  books  of  the  corporation,  and  the  holders  of 
common  stock  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
common  stock  held  by  them,  as  shown  by  the  books  of 
the  corporation. '' 

Sec.  3.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  the  secretary  of  the  corporation  shall  give 
notice  thereof  in  writing  to  every  holder  of  conunon 
stock  who  appears  as  such  on  the  books  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  every  holder  of  concunon  stock  shall 
forthwith  present  his  certificate  or  certificates  to 
such  ofl&cer  of  the  corporation  as  such  notice  may 
designate,  to  be  exchanged  for  a  new  certificate  or 
certificates,  in  such  manner  that  for  every  share 
of  conmion  stock  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred 
dollars  represented  by  a  certificate  so  presented  and 
surrendered  such  stockholder  shall  receive  a  cer- 
tificate represetiting  two  shares  of  conmion  stock  of 
the  par  value  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage. 
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Apimjvjd  AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OP  AND   IN  ADDITION  TO  AN 

April  19,  1917. 

ACT,  ENTITLED  "aN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE 
RHODE  ISLAND  POWER  TRANSMISSION  COMPANY," 
PASSED  AT  THE  JANUARY  SESSION  OF  THE  GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY,  A.  D.  1912. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.     The    Rhode    Island    Power    Trans- 
mission Company,  a  corporation  created  by  an  act  of 
the  General  Assembly,  passed  at  its  January  session, 
A.  D.  1912,  and  engaged  in  the  business  of  generating 
or  otherwise   acquiring  and  selling  electricity  and 
for  that  purpose  owning,  leasing  or  controlling  lines 
of  a  voltage  of  eleven  thousand  volts  or  more  for  the 
transmission  of  electricity,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  complete  or  extend  any  such  lines  of  a 
voltage  of  eleven  thousand  volts  or  more  as  it  may 
from  time  to   time   own,  lease  or  control   or  any 
lines  of  such  voltage  operated  or  designed  to  be 
operated  in  connection  therewith,  by  acquiring  and 
taking  from  time  to  time  such  additional  lands  and 
interests,  estates  and  rights  in  land  within  this  state 
(but  not  including  the  right  to  acquire  or  take  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  any  water  power),  as  it  may 
from  time  to  time  require  for  any  such  lines  of  the 
aforesaid  voltage  or  for  completing  or  extending  any 
of  the  same,  and  in. the  manner  hereinafter  provided: 
Provided,  however,  that  said  corporation  shall  not 
take  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  any  portion  of 
any  public  street  or  highway  of  any  town  or  city  in 
this  state  or  any  other  lands  or  interests,  estates  or 
rights  in  lands  that  shall  have  been  acquired  by  any 
town  or  city  in  this  state  for  municipal  or  public  pur- 
poses, except  in  such  reasonable  locations  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  town  council  or  city  council  of  such 
town  or  city,  respectively,  and  that  said  corporation 
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shall  not  take  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  any 
lands,  interests,  estates  or  rights  in  lands  in  any 
town  or  city  in  said  state  except  in  such  reasonable 
locations  as  may  be  approved  by  the  town  council 
or  city  council  of  such  town  or  city,  respectively; 
and  provided,  further,  that  said  corporation  shall  not 
take  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  any  lands  or  any 
interests,  estates  or  rights  in  any  lands  in  the  city  of 
Providence;  and  ^ provided,  further,  that  said  cor- 
poration shall  not  take  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  any  lands  or  any  interests,  estates  or  rights  in  any 
lands  that  shall  have  been  acquired  or  may  hereafter 
be  acquired  by  any  city  or  town  for  municipal  or 
public  purposes,  except  in  such  reasonable  locations 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  city  council  or  town  coimcil 
thereof;  and  provided,  further,  that  said  corporation 
shall  not  take  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  any 
lands  or  any  interests,  estates  or  rights  in  any  lands  in 
the  town  of  East  Providence  lying  southerly  of  a  line 
running  from  a  point  on  the  shore  of  the  Providence 
river  in  range  with  the  course  of  Remington  avenue, . 
thence  easterly  to  the  westerly  end  of  Remington 
avenue,  thence  easterly  through  Remington  avenue 
to  the  easterly  end  of  said  avenue,  thence  southerly 
to  the  westerly  end  of  Armington  avenue,  thence 
easterly  through  Armington  avenue  to  Pawtucket 
avenue,  thence  in  a  general  southeasterly  direction 
in  a  straight  line  to  the  southeasterly  comer  of  the 

• 

town  of  East  Providence,  or  lying  within  a  line  or 
lines  beginning  at  a  point  on  the  easterly  line  of  the 
location  of  the  Warren  and  Bristol  branch  of  The 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  and 
running  thence  easterly  in  a  straight  line  through 
the  intersection  of  Second  street  and  Schuyler 
street  and  through  the  intersection  of  Kinnicutt 
street   and   Morris   avenue   to   the   boundary   line 
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between  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Massachusetts,  thence  in  a  general  north- 
erly direction  along  said  boundary  line  to  Newman 
avenue,  thence  westerly  through  Newman  avenue  to 
Bishop  avenue,  thence  northwesterly  through  Bishop 
avenue  and  Pawtucket  avenue  to  Roger  V\^illiams 
avenue,  thence  southwesterly  through  Roger  Williams 
avenue  to  the  easterly  line  of  the  location  of  the 
Worcester  division  of  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad,  thence  in  a  general  southerly 
direction  along  the  easterly  line  of  the  location  of 
said  Worcester  division  to  its  junction  with  the 
India  Point  division  of  said  railroad  and  thence  along 
the  easterly  line  of  the  location  of  said  railroad  to  the 
point  of  beginning;  and  provided,  further,  that  said 
corporation  shall  not  take  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  any  lands  or  any  interests,  estates  or  rights  in  any 
lands  after  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  and 
after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  said  corporation  desires  to 
take  any  lands,  interests,  estates  or  rights  therein  it 
may  proceed  to  acquire  the  right  to  use  such  land  and 
to  acquire  such  estate  or  easement  in  such  land  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  for  its  said  corporate  purposes 
in  the  following  manner;  said  corporation  shall  first 
present  a  petition  to  the  superior  court  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  in  the  county  where  such  right,  ease- 
ment or  estate  is  required,  setting  forth  the  right, 
easement  or  estate  required,  the  name  or  names  of  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  land,  if  known,  or  if  not 
known  or  non-resident  of  the  state  setting  forth  that 
fact,  and  embracing  in  "any  one  petition  the  names  of 
any  number  of  owners  or  any  number  of  descriptions 
of  land  in  which  an  estate  or  interest  or  easement 
may  be  required,  and  also  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  said  court  a  plat  showing  the  location  of  such 
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land,  and  also  file  a  copy  of  said  plat  in  the  land 
records  of  the  town  or  city  where  such  land  is  located, 
and  thereupon  the  superior  court  shaU  fix  a  time  and 
place  for  the  hearing  of  such  petition  and  shall 
direct  notice  thereof  to  be  served  on  the  person  or 
persons,  corporation  or  corporations  owning  or 
interested  in  said  land  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  said 
hearing,  which  notice  shall  be  served  in  the  same 
manner  as  writs  of  summons  issued  out  of  the  superior 
court  are  required  to  be  served,  or  if  the  owner  or  , 
owners  be  imknown  or  non-resident  of  this  state, 
such  notice  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  said  county  for  a  like  period  or  for  such 
longer  period  as  the  superior  court  may  direct,  and  in 
case  the  post-ofl&ce  address  of  such  non-resident  shall 
be  known,  a  copy  of  said  notice  shall  be  mailed  to 
said  owner  or  owners,  postage  prepaid,  under  the 
direction  of  said  superior  court.  Said  petitioner 
shall  thereupon  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said 
superior  court  a  bond  in  such  s^m  as  said  court 
may  direct  with  surety  satisfactory  to  said  court 
conditioned  to  pay  unto  the  parties  owning  such 
lands  such  damages,  costs,  and  interest  as  shall 
finally  be  awarded  them  and  each  of  them.  Said 
court  before  fixing  the  amount  of  said  bond  and 
approving  the  surety  or  sureties  thereon,  shall  give 
notice  to  the  parties  in  the  same  manner  as  herein- 
•  before  set  forth. 

At  the  time  fixed  for  said  hearing  the  said  court  if 
it  shall  find  the  use  and  taking  of  the  right,  easement 
or  estate  mentioned  in  said  petition  to  be  necessary 
for  its  said  corporate  purposes  shall  thereupon  appoint 
three  disinterested  persons  resident  of  the  county,  at 
least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  town  or 
city  in  which  such  land  is  located,  conmiissioners  to 
assess  and  appraise  the  damages  which  said  owner  or 
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owners  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the  taking  of  such 
land,  easement  or  interest.  Any  vacancies  in  such 
commission  shall  be  filled  by  said  court. 

Sec.  3.  Said  commissioners,  before  they  proceed 
to  execute  their  duties,  shall  be  sworn  to  a  faithful 
and  impartial  discharge  thereof,  and  sbaU  give 
reasonable  notice,  by  publication  or  otherwise,  in 
such  manner  as  the  court  may  direct,  to  all  persons 
interested,  to  file  their  claims,  if  any  they  have  which 
have  not  been  released  to 'said  corporation,  with  the 
clerk  of  said  court  within  sixty  days  from  the  date 
of  said  notice.  At  the  end  of  the  time  allowed  for 
filing  such  claims,  or  of  any  extension  thereof,  the 
conunissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  fix  a  time 
and  place  for  hearing  aU  persons  interested,  as  to  the 
damages  by  them  sustained,  and  shall  give  notice 
of  such  hearing  by  publication  in  one  or  more  of  the 
newspapers  published  in  the  county  where  said  lands 
are  situated,  once  a  week  for  at  least  three  weeks  priw 
to  the  date  of  such  meeting,  and  shall  give  further 
notice,  if  any,  as  the  court  may  direct.  At  the 
time  and  place  fixed  for  said  hearing  or  at  any 
adjournment  therefrom,  the  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them  shall  proceed  to  hear  the  parties 
interested,  with  their  allegations  and  proofs,  and 
shall  examine  the  premises;  and  shall  estimate  all 
such  damages  as  they  think  any  person  interested  has 
sustained  by  the  taking  of  said  land  or  any  interest, 
estate  or  right  therein.  The  conamissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  at  inter- 
vals not  exceeding  three  months,  make  returns  of 
their  doings,  if  any,  and  the  damages  assessed  by 
them  to  the  court  from  which  they  receive  their 
appointment;  and  with  their  final  report  shall  mark 
their  fees  thereon,  which  fees  being  first  allowed  by 
the  court,  shall  be  forthwith  paid  by  said  corporation. 
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The  owner  or  owners  of  any  land,  not  taken  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  situated  within  one  hundred 
feet  of  any  pole,  tower  or  line  located  on  any  land 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  is 
directly  or  indirectly  decreased  in  value  by  reason  of 
such  taking,  shall  have  the  right  to  claim  and  recover 
damages  for  the  decrease  in  value  to  the  land  so 
sitiiated,  and  such  damages  shall  be  determined  and 
collectible  in  the  same  manner  as  herein  provided 
for  determining  and  collecting  the  damages  for 
land  taken  hereunder. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  the  receipt  of  any  return  of  then- 
doings  from  said  commissioners,  the  clerk  of  the 
court  shall  open  the  same,  and  shall  give  public 
notice,  by  advertisement  for  such  time  in  such 
newspaper  or  newspapers  as  the  court  may  prescribe, 
that  such  report  has  been  received  and  opened  and 
that  the  same  may  be  examined  by  any  party  inter- 
ested therein;  and  said  corporation,  or  any  other 
party  aggrieved  by  any  award  made  by  said  com- 
missioners, or  refusal  of  award  by  said  commissioners, 
may  claim  a  jury  trial  upon  any  claim  of  damages 
thereby  awarded  or  refused,  and  may  file  a  claim  for 
such  trial  with  the  clerk  of  said  court  at  any  time 
within  three  months  from  the  opening  of  such 
report.  And  such  claim  shall  stand  for  trial  by 
jury,  upon  proper  issues  based  upon  any  such  claim 
as  other  civil  cases  upon  the  docket  of  such  court, 
aiid  shaU  be  tried  therein  in  every  respect  as  other 
civil  cases  are  there  tried,  including  the  right  to 
except  to  rulings  and  to  apply  for  new  trial  for  cause. 
But  if  the  party  claiming  such  jury  trial  shall  not 
therein  obtain  a  verdict  more  favorable  to  such  party 
than  the  award  of  said  commissioners,  such  party 
shall  pay  costs  to  the  adverse  party;  and  if  any 
party  claiming  such  jury  trial  shall  obtain  therein  a 
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verdict  more  favorable  than  the  award  of  said  com- 
missioners, such  party  shall  recover  his  or  its  costs 
from  the  adverse  party. 

Sec.  5.  Such  report  of  the  commissioners  shall  be 
confirmed  by  the  court,  after  being  so  corrected  as  to 
conform  to  the  findings  of  the  jury  in  cases  where  a 
jury  trial  is  claimed;  and  upon  such  confirmation, 
execution  or  executions  for  the  damages  fixed 
by  said  report  as  confirmed  shall  issue  against  said 
corporation  as  upon  a  judgment,  in  due  course  of  law. 

Sec.  6.  When  lands,  or  any  interests,  estates  or 
rights  therein,  in  which  any  infant  or  other  person 
not  capable  in  law  of  acting  in  his  own  behalf  is 
interested  are  taken  by  said  corporation  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  court  before  which  pro- 
ceedings for  such  taking  are  pending  may  appoint  a 
guardian  ad  litem  for  such  infant  or  other  person, 
and  such  guardian  may  appear  and  be  heard  in 
behalf  of  such  infant  or  other  person  at  any  stage  of 
the  proceedings;  and  such  guardian  may  also,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  court  appointing  him, 
release  to  said  corporation  all  claims  for  damages 
for  the  lands  of  such  infant  or  other  person,  or  for  any 
interests,  estates  or  rights  therein  so  taken.  And  if 
there  shall  be  any  dispute  as  to  the  title  of  any  lands 
or  interests,  estates  or  rights  therein  taken  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  as  to  the  persons  entitled 
to  receive  the  damages  awarded  for  such  taking,  or 
if  the  person  entitled  to  receive  such  damages  is 
uncertain  or  unknown,  said  corporation  may  pay 
such  damages  into  the  registry  of  the  court  before 
which  such  proceedings  are  pending,  with  the  same 
effect,  as  to  the  title  of  said  corporation  to  such 
lands  or  interests,  estates  or  rights  therein,  as  though 
such  damages  had  been  paid  to  the  person  or  persons 
entitled  to  receive  the  same. 
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Sec.  7.  Any  court  in  which  any  proceedings 
under  this  act  shall  be  pending  may,  from  time  to 
time,  order  such  other  and  further  notices  to  be 
given,  in  addition  to  those  hereinbefore  prescribed 
and  may  make  such  other  orders,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  with  the  general 
laws  of  the  state,  as  may  be  required,  in  the  opinion 
of  such  court,  to  protect  the  rights  and  interests  of 
the  parties  interested  in  such  proceedings.  And  any 
proceedings  taken  under  this  act  may  be  amended 
or  corrected  at  any  stage,  and  the  time  may  be 
extended  in  which  persons  interested  may  file  their 
claims,  upon  such  terms  and  notice,  if  any,  as  the 
court  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  8.  The  costs  of  all  proceedings  under  this 
act  shall  be  tax6d  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  which 
such  proceedings  are  pending,  and  shall  be  paid  by 
said  corporation,  except  as  otherwise  hereinbefore 
provided. 

Sec.  9.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  authorize  the 
Rhode  Island  Power  Transmission  Company  to 
condemn  any  portion  of  the  land,  location  or  right 
of  way  of  any  railroad,  street  railway  or  other  public 
service  company,  except  for  the  purpose  of  crossing 
the  same  either  above  or  below  grade  and  of  main- 
taining suitable  and  convenient  supports  for  such 
crossing,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  render  unsafe,  or 
to  impair  the  usefulness  of,  such  land,  location  or 
right  of  way  for  railroad  or  street  railway  purposes 
or  the  purposes  of  such  pubUc  service  company.  If 
said  corporation  and  any  such  railroad,  street  rail- 
way or  public  service  company  are  unable  to  agree 
as  to  the  method  and  manner  of  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  any  such  crossing,  either  may  apply 
to  the  pubhc  utilities  commission  for  a  determination 
thereof,  and,  after  hearing,  such  crossing  shall  be 
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constructed  and  maintained  in  such  method  and 
manner  as  may  be  ordered  by  said  commission. 
Either  party  aggrieved  by  such  order  of  said  com- 
mission may  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  in  the 
manner  provided  by  Section  34  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Act.  Said  corporation  shall  be  liable  to  any  such 
raikoad,  street  railway  or  public  service  company 
for  such  damages  and  reasonable  expense  as  may 
result  to  it  by  reason  of  any  line  of  said  corporation 
crossing  such  railroad,  street  railway  or  public  service 
company 's  land,  location  or  right  of  way. 

Sec.  10.  Said  corporation  may  convey  any  such 
transmission  line  or  any  part  thereof  or  right  or 
interest  therein,  and  the  rights  acquired  for  the  same^ 
to  any  other  corporation,  company  or  association 
having  the  right  to  carry  on  the  electric  light,  heat 
or  power  business  in  the  town  or  city  where  such  line 
or  part  thereof  is  located,  or  may  enter  mto  an 
agreement  given  to  any  such  corporation,  company 
or  association  the  right  to  use  any  such  line  or  part 
thereof  or  agreeing  to  transmit  electricity  for  any 
such  corporation,  company  or  association  over  such 
Une  or  part  thereof. 

Sec.  11.  The  act  incorporating  said  Rhode  Island 
Power  Transmission  Company  is  hereby  amended  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  The  said  Rhode  Island  Power  Trans- 
mission Company  shall  be  subject  to  regulation  and 
control  by  the  public  utilities  commission. 

Sec.  13.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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AN  ACT  AUTHORIZING  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  TELEPHONE   jjl^i'iS^iQn, 
AND  TELEGRAPH  COMPANY  TO  ACQUIRE  AND  OPERATE 
CERTAIN  TELEPHONE   LINES  WITHIN   THE  STATE  OP 
RHODE  ISLAND. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  acquire  by  purchase,  lease  or 
otherwise,  any  portion  of  or  interest  in  any  portion  of, 
the  lines  wires,  cables,  posts,  poles,  cross-arms, 
stations,  conduits,  manholes,  and  real  estate  and 
personal  property  in  this  state  of  the  American 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  of  Rhode  Island, 
a  corporation  chartered  by  the  general  assembly  of 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  said  New  England  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  and  said  American  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  of  Rhode  Island.  Nothing 
herein  contained  shall  relieve  either  of  said  cor- 
porations from  any  liabihty  which  it  would  otherwise 
be  under  to  any  person  for  any  injury  suffered  by 
reason  of  the  want  of  repair  of  any  lines,  wires,  cables, 
posts,  poles,  cross-arms,  stations,  conduits,  manholes, 
or  other  property  owned  in  common. 

Sec.  2.  Said  New  England  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  shall  not  enter  into  possession  of  any 
lines,  wires,  cables,  posts,  poles,  cross-arms,  stations, 
conduits,  manholes,  or  other  property,  conveyed  to 
it  by  said  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany of  Rhode  Island,  nor  shall  it  operate  the  same 
until  it  shall  have  filed  in  the  ofl&ce  of  the  secretary  of 
state  a  certified  copy  of  the  certificate  issued  to  it 
in  the  State  of  New  York  constituting  it  a  corpora- 
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tion,  and  shall  have  appointed  by  written  power  some 
competent  person  resident  in  this  state  as  its  attorney, 
with  authority  to  accept  service  of  all  process  against 
such  corporation  in  this  state,  and  upon  whom  all 
process,  including  the  process  of  garnishment  against 
said  corporation  in  this  state,  may  be  served;  and 
who,  in  case  of  garnishment,  when  the  fees  therefor 
shall  have  been  paid  or  tendered,  shall  make  the 
afl5davit  required  by  law  in  such  cases,  and  who  shall 
cause  an  appearance  to  be  entered  in  like  manner  as 
if  said  corporation  had  existed  and  been  duly  served 
with  process  within  this  state.  A  copy  of  such 
power  of  attorney,  duly  certified  and  authenticated, 
shall  be  forthwith  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state; 
and  copies  thereof  duly  certified  shall  be  received  in 
evidence  in  all  courts  of  this  state.  If  such  attorney 
shall  die,  or  resign,  or  be  removed,  such  corporation 
shall  forthwith  make  a  new  appointment,  as  afore- 
said, and  forthwith  file  a  copy  with  said  secretary  of 
state,  as  above  provided,  so  that  at  all  times  there 
shall  be  within  this  state  an  attorney  authorised 
to  accept  service  of  process  and  to  enter  an  appearance 
as  aforesaid;  and  no  such  power  of  attorney  shall  be 
revoked  until  after  a  like  power  shall  have  been 
given  to  some  other  competent  person  resident  in 
this  state,  and  a  copy  thereof  filed  as  aforesaid. 
Service  of  process  upon  such  attorney  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  service  upon  such  corporation. 

Sec.  3.  Said  New  England  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  shall  have  full  power  to  use  the 
public  roads,  streets  or  highways  within  this  state 
for  the  purpose  of  locating  thereon  its  posts  or 
poles  to  sustain  such  wires,  cables,  cable  boxes  and 
other  fixtures  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  desire  to 
attach  thereto,  and  to  lay  its  wires  and  cables  under 
such   public   roads,   streets   or   highways   and  may 
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construct  such  necessary  conduits  and  manholes  as 
may  be  required  for  such  purposes ;  and  may  pass  its 
wires  and  cables  over  and  under  the  waters  of  this 
state  provided  said  corporation  shall  not  obstruct  the 
public  use  of  such  waters,  roads,  streets  or  highways. 

Sec.  4.  Before  erecting  any  posts  or  poles  upon 
streets  of  any  city  or  town  for  the  purpose  of  extend- 
ing wires,  cables  or  other  fixtures,  or  constructing  in 
or  under  such  streets  any  conduits,  subways  or  man- 
holes, the  said  corporation  shall  first  obtain  the 
consent  of  the  city  council  of  such  city,  or  the  town 
council  of  such  town,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  the  use 
of  the  streets  and  highways  upon  which  such  poles 
may  be  erected,  or  in  or  under  which  such  conduits, 
subways  and  manholes  may  be  constructed,  and  the 
city  council  or  town  council,  as  the  case  may  be,  may 
regulate  the  manner  of  erecting  such  poles,  the 
location  for,  and  the  height  of,  the  same,  and  may 
from  time  to  timd  require  the  said  corporation  to 
replace  any  pole  or  poles  that  are  not  satisfactory  to 
said  town  or  city  council,  and  to  change  the  location 
of  any  pole  or  poles,  and  may  regulate  the  manner  of 
such  laying  of  wires  or  cables  and  the  location  thereof, 
and  the  manner  of  constructing  and  the  size  and 
location  of  such  conduits,  subways  and  manholes. 

Sec.  5.  Said  corporation  shall  have  full  power 
to  erect  its  posts  and  poles  and  to  extend  its  wires, 
cables,  conduits,  subways  and  other  fixtures  over  or 
under  any  platted  way  not  a  public  highway,  or  over 
or  under  any  land  owned  by  any  individual  or  cor- 
poration within  this  state  not  dedicated  to  public 
uses,  first  having  obtained  the  consent  in  writing  of  the . 
owner  or  owners  of  the  land  over  or  under  which  such 
I>osts  or  poles  are  to  be  erected,  and  over  or  under 
which  such  wires,  cables,  conduits,  subways  and 
other  fixtmres  are  to  be  extended.     And  in  case  any 
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such  owner  or  owners  should  refuse  such  consent,  or 
when  by  legal  incapacity  or  absence  of  such  owner 
or  owners  from  this  state,  or  in  case  the  names  or 
residences  of  such  owner  or  owners  shall  be  unknown, 
then  said  corporation  may  proceed  as  hereinafter,  m 
Section  6  provided,  to  acquire  the  right  to  erect  such 
posts  and  poles  and  e^ctend  such  wires,  cables,  con- 
duits, subways  and  other  fixtures. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  said  corporation  shall  fail  to 
obtain,  as  provided  in  Section  5,  the  consent  of  the 
owner  or  owners  of  any  land,  other  than  a  street 
or  public  highway,  it  may  proceed  to  acquire  the 
right  to  use  such  land  and  to  acquire  such  estate  or 
easement  in  such  land  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to 
the  purposes  in  the  following  manner;  said  cor- 
poration shall  present  a  petition  to  the  superior 
court  in  the  county  in  which  such  land  is  situated  or 
to  any  justice  thereof  in  vacation,  setting  forth  the 
right,  easement  or  estate  required,  the  name  or 
names  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  if  known, 
or  if  not  known  or  non-resident  of  the  state  setting 
forth  that  fact,  and  embracing  in  any  one  petition 
the  names  of  any  number  of  owners  or  any  number 
of  descriptions  of  land  in  which  an  estate  or  interest 
or  easement  may  be  required,  and  thereupon  the 
court  or  the  justice  thereof  to  whom  such  petition 
shall  be  presented  shall  fix  a  time  and  place  for  the 
hearing  of  such  petition  and  shall  direct  notice 
thereof  to  be  served  on  the  person  or  persons,  cor- 
poration or  corporations,  owning  or  int^erested  in  said 
land  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  said  hearing,  which 
notice  shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  writs  of 
simmions  issued  out  of  said  court  are  required  to 
be  served,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  be  unkno^oi  or 
non-resident  of  this  state,  such  notice  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  a  newspaper  published  in  said  coxmty  for  a 
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like  period  or  for  such  longer  period  as  the  court  may 
direct,  and  in  case  the  post-ofl5ce  address  of  such 
non-resident  shall  be  known,  a  copy  of  said  notice 
shall  be  mailed  to  said  owner  or  owners,  postage 
prepaid,  under  the  direction  of  said  court.  At  the 
time  fixed  for  said  hearing  the  court,  if  it  shall  find 
the  use  and  taking  of  the  right,  easement  or  estate 
mentioned  in  said  petition  to  be  necessary,  shall 
appoint  three  disinterested  persons,  resident  of  the 
county,  commissioners  to  assess  and  appraise  the 
damages  which  said  owner  or  owners  may  sustain  by 
reason  of  the  taking  of  such  land,  easement,  or 
interest,  and  by  reason  of  the  erectioil  and  main- 
tenance of  such  telephone  line  and  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  such  conduits,  subways  and 
manholes.  Any  vacancies  in  such  commission  shaU 
be  filled  by  said  court.  Before  entering  upon  their 
services,  said  conunissioners  shall  severally  be  sworn 
faithfully  and  impartially  to  perform  the  duties 
required  of  them,  and  such  commissioners  or  a 
majority  of  them,  after  such  notice  to  the  parties  as 
the  court  shall  direct,  shall,  after  viewing  the  lands 
described  in  said  petition  or  petitions  and  after 
hearmg  such  testimony  as  may  be  offered,  and  the 
arguments  of  the  parties  or  their  counsel,  should  they 
desire  to  be  heard,  make  a  just  appraisal  in  writing 
of  the  damages  sustained  by  such  owner  or  owners, 
and  file  a  report  thereof  in  the  oflSce  of  the  clerk  of 
said  court.  Such  corporation  shall  pay  or  tender  the 
amount  of  the  damages  so  assessed  to  the  party  or 
parties  to  whom  the  award  is  made.  If  such  party  or 
parties  be  unknown  or  not  found,  it  shall  pay  the 
sum  into  said  court,  and  upon  filing  in  the  oflSce  of 
said  court  a  bond  in  such  sum  as  the  court  may 
dbect  with  surety  satisfactory  to  the  court  con- 
ditioned to  pay  unto  the  parties  owning  such  lands 
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such  damages  as  shall  finally  be  awarded  them  and 
each  of  them,  such  corporation  shall  have  the  full 
power  to  use  such  lands  for  the  purpose  described  in 
its  petition  or  petitions.     Said  court  before  fixing 
the  amount  of  said  bond  and  approving  the  surety 
or  sureties  thereon,  shall  give  notice  to  the  parties  in 
the  same  manner  as  hereinbefore  set  forth.    Said 
commissioners  shall  each  receive  such  compensation 
for  their  services  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  court  which 
shall  be  paid  by  said  corporation  and  all  the  costs 
of  any  and  all  hearings  before  such  conmiissioners, 
including  the  costs  of  counsel  to  be  approved  by  the 
court  and  of  attendance  of  the  parties  shall  be  paid 
by  said  corporation.    Any  party  aggrieved  by  the 
award  of  damages  may  have  the  matter  determined 
by  a  jury  provided  jury  trial  be  claimed  within  sixty 
days  from  the  time  of  the  fiUng  o£  the  report  by  the 
commissioners,  and  such  trial  shall  be  conducted  as  in 
the  case  of  civil  actions  with  the  same  rights  of 
motion  for  new  trial,  exceptions  and  review  by  the 
supreme  court.     If  the  damages  shall  be  increased  by 
the  verdict  of  the  jury,  the  same  and  all  costs  and 
charges  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation.     If  the 
damages  shall  not  be  increased  by  the  jurj%  the 
costs  and  charges  of  such  jury  trial  shall  be  paid 
by  the  owner  or  party  interested,  and  judgment  may 
be  entered  upon  the  verdict  of  said  jury  and  execu- 
tion  issue   thereon    as   in   other    cases:     Provided, 
however,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  authorize  the 
New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
to  acquire  the  right  to  use  or  to  acquire  any  estate  or 
easement  in  any  portion  of  the  land,  location  or 
right  of  way  of  any  railroad,  street  railway  or  other 
public  service  company,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
crossing  the  same  either  above  or  below  grade  and  of 
maintaining  suitable  and   convenient   supports  for 
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such  crossing,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  impair  the 
usefukiess  and  safety  of  such  land,  location  or  right 
of  way  for  railroad  or  street  railway  purposes  or  the 
purposes  of  such  public  service  company.  If  said 
corporation  and  any  such  railroad,  street  railway  or 
public  service  company  are  unable  to  agree  as  to  the 
method  and  manner  of  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance  of  any  such  crossing,  either  may  apply  to  the 
public  utilities  commission  for  a*  determination 
thereof  and,  after  hearing,  such  crossing  shall  be 
constructed  and  maintained  in  such  method  and 
manner  as  may  be  ordered  by  said  conamission. 
Either  party  aggrieved  by  such  order  of  said  com- 
mission may  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  in  the 
manner  provided  by  Section  34  of  the  public  utiUties 
act.  Said  corporation  shall  be  liable  to  any  such 
railroad,  street  railway  or  public  service  company 
for  such  damages  and  reasonable  expense  as  may 
result  to  it  by  reason  of  any  line 'of  said  corporation 
crossing  any  land,  location  or  right  of  way  of  such 
railroad,  street  railway  or  public  service  company; 
and  provided,  further,  that  said  corporation  shall  not 
exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain  conferred  upon 
it  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  within  the  limits  of 
the  city  of  Providence,  and  said  corporation  shall 
not  take  imder  the  provisions  of  this  act  any  lands  or 
any  interests,  estates  or  rights  in  any  lands  that 
shall  have  been  acquired  by  the  city  of  Providence  for 
municipal  or  pubhc  purposes  except  in  such  reason- 
able locations  as  may  be  approved  by  the  city  council 
of  the  city  of  Providence. 

Sec.  7.  The  powers  conferred  upon  said  New 
England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act  may  be  exercised  and  used  by  it 
for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  lines  of  telephone 
acquired  by  it  from  said  American  Telephone  and 
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Telegraph  Company  of  Rhode  Island,  and  extending, 
improving  and  perfecting  the  service  rendered  thereon 
by  said  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  complying  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  said  New  England  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  may  operate  all  property  acquired  or 
constructed  by  it  and  may  maintain  such  lines,  wires, 
cables,  posts,  poles,  cross-arms,  stations,  conduits, 
manholes,  and  other  property,  and  as  to  the  property 
so  operated  shall  have  and  may  exercise  the  same 
powers  as  are  conferred  on  the  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  of  Rhode  Island  in  and  by 
its  act  of  incorporation,  and  in  and  by  any  general 
and  special  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  9.  Said  New  England  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  shall  be  subject  to  the  ''Tax  Act  of 
1912,''  and  of  the  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in 
addition  thereto,  and  the  ''Public  Utilities  Act," 
and  of  the  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition 
thereto. 

Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  take  eflFect  upon  its  pas- 
sage, and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed.

MAY  SESSION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY,  A.  D. 
1883,  ENTITLED  ^'aN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE 
RHODE  ISLAND  TELEPHONE  AND  ELECTRIC  COM- 
PANY." 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Section  2  of  an  act  passed  at  the  May 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  A.  D.  1883,  entitled 
"An  act  to  incorporate  the  Rhode  Island  Telephone 
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and  Electric  Company,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation 
shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The 
stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each." 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  eflFect  upon  its  passage. 


AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  AN  ACT,  ENTITLED  "  AN  ACT  Jil^{^Sf  1917. 
TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NARRAGANSETT  ELECTRIC 
LIGHTING  COMPANY,"  PASSED  AT  THE  MAY  SESSION 
OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY,  A.  D.  1 884,  AND  THE 
SEVERAL  ACTS  IN  AMENDMENT  THEREOF  AND  RELAT- 
ING THERETO. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  jolhws: 

Section  1.  The  Narragansett  Electric  Lightmg 
Company,  a  corporation  created  by  an  act  of  the 
general  assembly,  passed  at  its  May  session,  A.  D. 
1884,  and  engaged  in  a  general  electric  lighting, 
heating  and  power  business,  and  for  that  purpose 
owning,  leasing  or  controlling  lines  of  a  voltage  of 
11,000  volts  or  more  for  the  transmission  of  elec- 
tricity, is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
complete  or  extend  any  such  lines  of  a  voltage  of 
eleven  thousand  volts  or  more  as  it  may  from  time  to 
time  own,  lease  or  control,  or  any  lines  of  such 
voltage  operated  or  designed  to  be  operated  in 
connection  therewith  by  acquiring  and  taking  from 
time  to  time  such  additional  lands  and  interests, 
estates  and  rights  in  lands  (but  not  including  the 
right  to  acquire  or  take  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  any  water  power)  as  it  may  from  time  to  time 
require  for  any  such  lines  of  the  aforesaid  voltage  or 
for  completing  or  extending  any  of  the  same  and  in 
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the  manner  hereinafter  provided :  Provided,  however, 
that  all  rights  under  this  act  in  the  city  of  Providence 
are  hereby  confined  to  the  location  of  such  lines 
extending  from  the  power  station  of  the  Narragansett 
Electric  Lighting  Company  on  the  westerly  side  of 
the  Providence  river  generally  southerly  and  then 
across  said  river  to  a  point  near  India  street,  said 
point  being  south  of  the  line  of  Tockwotton  street 
and  west  of  the  line  of  South  Main  street,  and  then  to 
India  street,  and  also  the  location  of  such  lines 
extending  from  a  point  or  points  on  the  southerly 
line  of  India  street,  said  point  or  points  being  either 
westerly  of  South  Main  street  or  easterly  of  Ives 
street,  generally  southeasterly  to  the  boundary  line 
of  the  city  of  Providence;  but  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  as  granting  said  corporation 
any  right  to  locate  any  of  the  same  in,  over  or  across 
any  street  or  highway  in  said  city;  and  provided, 
further,  with  respect  to  the  taking  of  any  portion  of 
the  land,  location  or  right  of  way  of  any  railroad, 
street  railway  or  other  public  service  company  in 
said  city,  that  said  rights  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  3  of  this  act;  and  provided, 
further,  that  said  rights  in  the  city  of  Providence  shall 
be  exercised  within  two  years  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  and  not  thereafter;  and  provided, 
further,  that  said  corporation  shall  not  take  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  any  lands  or  any  interests, 
estates  or  rights  in  any  lands  that  shall  have  been 
acquired  or  may  hereafter  be  acquired  by  any  city  or 
town  for  municipal  or  public  purposes,  except  in 
such  reasonable  locations  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
city  council  of  such  city  or  the  town  council  of  such 
town:  Provided,  further,  that  said  corporation  shall 
not  take  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  any  portion 
of  any  pubhc  street  or  highway  of  any  town  or  city 
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in  this  state  or  any  other  lands  or  interests,  estates 
or  rights  in  lands  that  shall  have  been  acquired  by 
any  town  or  city  in  this  state  for  municipal  or  public 
purposes,  except  in  such  reasonable  locations  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  town  council  or  city  council 
of  such  town  or  city,  respectively;  and  that  said 
corporation  shall  not  take  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  any  lands,  interests,  estates  or  rights  in  lands  in 
any  town  or  city  in  said  state  except  in  such  reason- 
able  locations  as  may  be  approved  by  the  town  council 
or  city  counoil  of  such  town  or  city,  respectively; 
and  providedf  further,  that  said  corporation  shall 
not  take  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  any  lands 
or  any  interests,  estates  or  rights  in  any  lands  in  the 
town  of  East  Providence  lying  southerly  on  a  line 
nmning  from  a  point  on  the  shore  of  the  Providence 
river  in  range  with  the  course  of  Remington  avenue; 
thence  easterly  to  the  westerly  end  of  Remington 
avenue;  thence  easterly  through  Remington  avenue 
to  the  easterly  end  of  said  avenue;  thence  southerly 
to  the  westerly  end  of  Armington  avenue;  thence 
easterly  through  Armington  avenue  to  Pawtucket 
avenue;  thence  in  a  general  southeasterly  direction 
in  a  straight  line  to  the  southeasterly  corner  of  the 
town  of  East  Providence,  or  lying  within  a  line  or 
lines  beginning  at  a  point  on  the  easterly  line  of  the 
location  of  the  Warren  and  Blristol  branch  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  and 
running  thence  easterly  in  a  straight  line  through 
the  intersection  of  Second  street  and  Schuyler  street 
and  through  the  intersection  of  Kinnicutt  street 
and  Morris  avenue  to  the  boundarv  line  between  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island  and  the .  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts ;  thence  in  a  general  northerly  direction 
along  said  boundary  line  to  Newman  avenue;  thence 
westerly  through  Newman  avenue  to  Bishop  avenue; 
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thence  northwesterly  through  Bishop  avenue  and 
Pawtucket  avenue  to  Roger  Williams  avenue;  thence 
southwesterly  through  Roger  Williams  avenue  to  the 
easterly  line  of  the  location  of  the  Worcester  division 
of  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail- 
road; thence  in  a  general  southerly  direction  along 
the  easterly  line  of  the  location  of  said  Worcester 
division  to  its  junction  with  the  India  Point  division 
of  said  railroad  and  thence  along  the  easterly  line  of 
the  location  of  said  railroad  to  Mauran  avenue; 
thence  easterly  on  Mauran  avenue  to  Second  street; 
thence  southerly  on  Second  street  to  Quarry  street; 
thence  westerly  on  Quarry  street  to  easterly  line  of 
location  of  said  railroad;  thence  along  easterly  line 
of  location  of  said  railroad  to  the  point  of  beginning; 
and  provided,  further,  that  said  corporation  shall  not 
take  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  any  lands  or  any 
interests,  estates  or  rights  in  any  lands  after  the 
expiration  of  ten  years  from  and  after  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  said  corporation  desires  to  take 
any  lands,  interests,  estates  or  rights  therein  it  may 
proceed  to  acquire  the  right  to  use  such  land  and  to 
acquire  such  estate  or  easement  in  such  land  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  for  its  said  corporate  purposes 
in  the  following  manner;  said  corporation  shall 
present  a  petition  to  tJie  superior  court  of  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  in  the  county  where  such  right,  ease- 
ment or  estate  is  required,  setting  forth  the  right, 
•  easement  or  estate  required,  the  name  or  names  of 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  if  known,  or  if  not 
known  or  non-resident  of  the  state  setting  forth  that 
fact,  and  embracing  in  any  one  petition  the  names  of 
any  number  of  owners  or  any  number  of  descriptions 
of  land  in  which  an  estate  or  interest  or  easement  mav 
be  required,  and  also  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
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said  court  a  plat  showing  the  location  of  such  land, 
and  also  file  a  copy  of  said  plat  in  the  land  records  of 
the  town  or  city  where  such  land  is  located,  and 
thereupon  the  superior  court  shall  fix  a  time  and  place 
for  the  hearing  of  such  petition  and  shall  direct 
notice  thereof  to  be  served  on  the  person  or  persons, 
corporation  or  corporations  owning  or  mterested  in 
said  land  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  said  hearing, 
which  notice  shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as 
writs  of  summons  issued  out  of  the  superior  court  are 
required  to  be  served,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  be 
unknown  or  non-resident  of  this  state,  such  notice 
shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  published  in  said 
county  for  a  like  period  or  for  such  longer  period  as 
the  superior  court  may  direct,  and  in  case  the  post- 
ofiSce  address  of  such  non-resident  shall  be  known,  a 
copy  of  said  notice  shall  be  mailed  to  said  owner  or 
owners,  postage  prepaid,  under  the  direction  of 
s^d  superior  court.  Said  petitioner  shall  thereupon 
file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  superior  court' a 
bond  in  such  sum  as  said  court  may  direct  with 
surety  satisfactory  to  said  court  conditioned  to  pay 
imto  the  parties  owning  such  lands  such  damages, 
costs  and  interest  as  shall  finally  be  awarded  them 
and  each  of  them.  Said  court  before  fixing  the 
amount  of  said  bond  and  approving  the  surety 
or  sureties  thereon,  shall  give  notice  to  the  parties  in 
the  same  manner  as  hereinbefore  set  forth. . 

At  the  time  fixed  for  said  hearing  the  said  court 
if  it  shall  find  the  use  and  taking  of  the  right,  ease- 
ment or  estate  mentioned  in  said  petition  to  be 
necessary  for  its  said  corporate  purposes  shall  there- 
upon appoint  three  disinterested  persons  resident  of 
the  county,  commissioners  to  assess  and  appraise  the 
damages  which  said  owner  or  owners  may  sustain 
by  reason  of  the  taking  of  such  land,  easement  or 
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interest.  Any  vacancies  in  such  commission  shall 
be  filled  by  said  court.  Before  entering  upon  their 
services  said  commissioners  shall  severally  be  sworn 
faithfully  and  impartially  to  perform  the  duties 
required  of  them,  and  such  commissioners  or  a 
majority  of  them,  after  such  notice  to  the  parties  as 
said  superior  court  shall  direct,  shall,  after  viewing  the 
lands  described  in  said  petition  or  petitions  and  after 
hearing  such  testimony  as  may  be  oflFered,  and  the 
arguihents  of  the  parties  or  their  counsel,  should  they 
desire  to  be  heard,  make  a  just  appraisal  in  writing  of 
the  damages  sustained  by  such  owner  or  owners  and 
file  a  report  thereof  in  the  oflBce  of  the  clerk  of  said 
superior  court.  Such  corporation  shall  pay  or  tender 
the  amounts  of  the  damages  so  assessed  to  the  party 
or  parties  to  whom  award  is  made.  If  such  party  or 
parties  be  unknown  or  not  found,  it  shall  pay  the 
sum  into  the  registry  of  said  court.  Said  commis- 
sioners shall  each  receive  such  compensation  '  for 
their  services  as  shall  be  fixed  by  said  court  which 
shall  be  paid  by  said  corporation  and  all  the  costs  of 
any  and  all  hearings  before  such  conamissioners, 
including  the  cost  of  counsel  to  be  approved  by  said 
superior  court  and  of  attendance  of  the  parties,  shall 
be  paid  by  said  corporation.

John  T.  Sheldon,  Whitman  R.  Kenyon,  Sprague

"Said  corporation  shall  hold  and  enjoy  its  franchise 
as  a  body  corporate  solely  for  the  purposes  mentioned 
in  this  section,  and  upon  the  violation,  surrender, 
lapse  or  repeal  of  its  charter  or  the  dissolution  of 
said  corporation  or  in  case  said  corporation  should 
fail  for  the  space  of  two  years  to  maintain  and

(c)  Any  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  over, 
and  a  communicant  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  owner,  lessee 
or  hirer  of  a  pew  or  of  any  portion  thereof,  not  less 
than  one-half,  as  an  occupant  of  the  pew,  and  who 
shall  accept  such  designation:  Provided,  however ^ 
that  said  designation  and  acceptance  shall  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  secretary  of  the  corporation  within

SPECIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON 

STATE  PRINTING. 

Presented  to  the  General  Assembly  January 

25,  1917. 

The  Honorable  the  General  Assembly: 

In  accordance  with  Section  4  of  Chapter  29  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter  796  of  the 
Public  Laws,  passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D. 
1912,  ''See.  4.  The  commission  on  state  printing 
shall  report  all  contracts  made  by  it  immediately  to 
the  general  assembly,  if  the  general  assembly  be  in 
session,  or  to  the  next  general  assembly,  if  the 
general  assembly  be  not  in  session  when  such  con- 
tracts are  made  .  ,  .  ,''  the  commission  on  state 
printing  respectfully  reports  that  since  the  twentieth 
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day  of  July,  1916,  the  date  of  the  expu-ation  of  the 
contract  with  the  E.  L.  Freeman  Company  for 
printing,  and  the  general  assembly  having  failed  to 
approve  another  contract,  the  commission  on  state 
printing,  to  cover  the  emergency,  has  contracted 
with  different  firms  for  174  separate  items  of  state 
printing  of  which  105  items,  aggregating  in  cost  the 
sum  of  S7,973.28,  were  for  the  year  1916  and  were 
paid  for  out  of  the  appropriation  for  printing  for 
that  year.  The  remaining  70  items  are  2  from 
special  appropriations  and  68  for  use  during  1917. 
These  70  items  are  partially  finished  and  partially 
imfinished,  and  all  so  far  unpaid  for. 

Every  item  amounting  to  one  hundred  dollars 
or  more,  with  the  exception  of  the  printing  of  the 
ballots  for  1916,  which  cost  $4,895.85,  were  given 
out  on  competitive  bids.  The  cost  of  the  printing 
contracted  for  after  competitive  bids  averaged  about 
thirty-five  per  cent,  below  the  cost  imder  the  former 
contract,  and  the  cost  of  all  printing  done  since  the 
expiration  of  the  contract,  with  the  exception  of  the 
ballots  which  were  as  expensive  as  two  years  apo, 
averaged  about  twenty  per  cent,  below  the  former 
cost,  and  the  conMnission  desires  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  this  was  accomplished  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  all  printing  materials,  as  well  as  labor,  are 
from  five  to  seventy-five  per  cent,  higher  today  than 
they  were  two  years  ago.  The  table  made  part  of 
this  report  shows  the  different  firms  with  whom  the 
commission  has  done  business,  the  number  of  items 
of  printing  done  by  each  firm  in  1916,  and  the  amount 
paid  each  during  that  year,  and  the  number  of  items 
for  which  contracts  have  been  made  diu-ing  1917  or 
from  special  appropriations. 

The  coDMnission  on  state  printing  respectfully 
requests  the  approval  of  the  general  assembly,  in 
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accordance  with  Section  4  of  Chapter  29  above 
quoted,  to  the  contracts  made  by  the  commission 
from  the  twentieth  day  of  July,  1916,  until  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  January,  1917,  the  date  of  the 
presentation  of  this  report,  by  passing  the  accom- 
panying resolution  giving  such  approval.

In  accordance  with  Section  4  of  Chapter  29  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter  796  of  the 
Public  Laws,  passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D. 
1912. 

"Sec.  4.  The  commission  on  state  printing  shall 
report  all  contracts  made  by  it  to  the  general  as- 
fiembly,  if  the  general  assembly  be  in  session,  or  to 
the  next  general  assembly,  if  the  general  assembly  be 
not  in  session  when  such  contracts  are  made  *  *  *." 

The  commission  on  state  printing  respectfully 
reports  that,  since  its  last  report  of  contracts  made 
and  their  approval  by  the  general  assembly,  it  has 
contracted  with  different  firms  for  173  items  of 
printing  and  17  items  of  binding. 

All  items  costing  one  hundred  dollars  or  more

Resolved y  That  the  following  joint  rules  and  orders 
be  adopted  for  the  govemment  of  the  senate  and 
house  of  representatives  during  the  years  1917  and 
1918. 

Joint  Rules  and  Orders. 

1.  The  following  joint  standing  committees  of 
both  houses  shall  be  created  at  the  comjnencement  of 
the  January  session,  1917,  viz.: 

A  committee  on  accounts  and  claims. 

A  committee  on  sales  of  real  estate. 

A  committee  on  executive  communications. 

A  committee  on  engrossed  acts. 

A  committee  on  printing. 

A  coDMnittee  on  rules  and  orders. 

A  committee  on  public  health. 

2.  Each  joint  standing  committee  shall  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  house  and  three  members  of  the 
senate. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  committee  on 
accounts  and  claims  to  consider  all  such  accounts 
and  petitions  in  relation  to  claims  and  demands 
against  the  state  as  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  to

report  their  opinion  thereon  and  such  propositions 
relative  thereto  as  may  seem  to  them  expedient. 

4,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  committee  on 
sales  of  real  estate  to  consider  all  petitions  in  relation 
to  the  sale  of  real  estate  which  may  be  referred  to 
them,  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereon  and  such 
propositions  relative  thereto  as  may  seem  to  them 
expedient. 

5-  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  committee  on 
executive  commimications  to  consider  all  communi- 
cations from  the  Federal  government,  from  the  states, 
and  from  the  government  of  this  state,  and  all  such 
other  matter  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  either 
house,  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereon  and  such 
propositions  relative  thereto  *as  may  seem  to  them 
expedient. 

6.  AH  acts  or  bills  passed  in  concurrence  by  either 
house  shall  thereupon  be  referred  to  the  joint  com- 
mittee on  engrossed  acts,  who  shall  forthwith  cause 
the  same  to  be  fairly  engrossed  on  at  least  one  sheet 
of  paper,  without  interlineations  or  erasures,  with  a 
margin  of  not  less  than  one  inch  on  each  side,  and 
shall  carefully  compare  the  engrossed  copy  with  the 
act  or  bill  referred  to  them,  and  if  truly  and  rightly 
engrossed,  shall  report  the  engrossed,  together  with 
the  original  act  or  bill,  to  the  house  from  which  it 
was  received  by  said  committee.  The  committee 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  titles  of  all  the  acts  and 
bills  which  they  shall  cause  to  be  engrossed,  and 
lodge  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state. 
Every  engrossed  act  or  bill  reported  back  by  said 
committee  to  either  house  shall  on  the  same  day  be 
transmitted  to  the  governor,  in  the  case  of  the 
senate  by  the  secretary  of  state,  and  in  the  case  of 
the  house  of  representatives  by  its  recording  clerk, 
and  the  original  act  or  bill  and  all  documents  relating 
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thereto  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  governor  with 
such  engrossed  act  or  bill.  The  oflScer  so  trana- 
mitting  any  such  engrossed  act  or  biU  shaU  certify 
tjiereon  the  date  of  its  transmission,  and  shall  enter 
upon  the  journals  of  the  senate  or  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, as  the  case  may  be,  on  the  day  of  such 
transmission,  a  record  of  the  title  of  every  act  or  biU 
so  transmitted. 

7.  Whenever  the  governor  shall  return  to  either 
house  an  act  or  bill  transmitted  to  him  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  rule,  the  presiding  officer  of  such 
house  shall  at  once  cause  the  house  to  be  notified 
of  such  return  and  the  reasons  given  by  the  governor 
therefor,  and  shall  order  such  reasons  or  objections 
to  be  entered  upon  the- journal  of  that  body. 

8.  The  engrossed  acts  and  bills  which  shall  be 
reported  to  the  senate,  and  passed  by  them,  shall  be 
certified  by  the  secretary  of  state;  and  those  reported 
to  the  house  of  representatives,  and  passed  by  them, 
shall  be  certified  by  the  speaker  of  the  house. 

9.  When  any  act  or  bill  shall  be  passed  in  con- 
currence by  either  house,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the 
committee  on  engrossed  acts,  and  when  reported  by 
them  as  having  been  properly  engrossed,  shall  be 
certified  as  provided  by  rule  8.  The  term  "act," 
whenever  used  in  rules  6,  7  and  8,  shall  be  con- 
strued to  include  every  bill,  resolution,  or  vote  which 
shall  have  passed  either  house  in  concurrence,  except 
such  as  relate  to  adjournment,  the  organization  or 
conduct  of  either  or  both  houses  of  the  general 
assembly,  and  the  resolutions  proposing  amend- 
ments to  the  constitution. 

10.  All  acts,  bills,  and  resolutions  passed  in  con- 
currence by  either  house,  or  passed  in  concurrence 
over  the  objections  of  the  governor,  shall  be  com- 
municated by  message  to  the  other  house. 
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11.  Neither  house  shall  entertain  any  petition  the 
subject  of  which  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
court  in  this  state. 

12.  Every  bill  or  resolution  presented  to  either 
house  shall  be  plainly  written  with  ink  upon  a  full 
sheet  of  paper  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces 
between  the  sections,  with  a  full  title  and  proper 
endorsement;  and  if  an  amendment  to  a  public  act, 
it  shall  in  addition  to  its  title  name  the  number  of 
the  chapter  to  which  it  refers. 

•  13.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  senate, 
to  the  house  of  representatives,  it  shall  be  announced 
at  the  door  of  the  house  by  the  sheriflf,  and  again, 
when  the  messenger  comes  within  the  bar  of  the 
house,  by  the  speaker  or  presiding  oflBcer  of  the  house ; 
when  all  business  shall  be  suspended  until  the  message 
shall  be  received  and  answered,  if  any  answer  be 
necessary,  and  the  message  shall  be  respectfully 
conmiunicated  to  the  chair  by  the  person  by  whom  it 
may  be  sent. 

.  14.  The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  when  a 
message  shall  be  sent  by  the  house  of  representatives 
to  the  senate. 

15.  All  summons  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
before  either  house  of  the  general  assembly,  or 
before  any  special  or  standing  conunittee  of  either 
or  both  houses  thereof  (authorized  to  send  for  persons 
or  papers),  shaU  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  house  before  which  such  witness  may  be  required 
to  attend,  or  the  presiding  officer  of  the  house  in 
which  the  committee  originated;  or,  if  before  joint 
coDMnittee,  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  house 
where  the  authority  to  send  for  persons  and  papers 
originated. 

16.  When  any  summons  shall  be  issued  to  any 
witness  to  attend  upon  either  house  of  the  general 
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assembly,  or  before  any  committee  of  either  or  both 
houses  thereof,  it  may  be  served  by  any  officer  in 
attendance  upon  the  general  assembly,  by  reading 
the  same  to  the  person  to  whom  it  is  directed,  in 
his  presence  and  hearing,  or  by  giving  to  or  tendering 
him  an  attested  copy  thereof. 

17.  Any  witness,  sunmaoned  as  aforesaid,  attend- 
ing upon  either  house  of  the  general  assembly,  or 
before  any  conmiittee  of  either  or  both  houses  thereof 
authorized  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  like  fees  for  travel  and  attend- 
ance allowed  witnesses  attending  the  superior  court 
to  testify  in  behalf  of  the  state  in  criminal  cases; 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  treasiuy,  upon  the 
order  of  the  presiding  officer  of  the  house  or  com- 
mittee before  which  such  witnesses  shall  have 
attended  in  obedience  to  smnmons  issued  or  served  as 
aforesaid. 

18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  conunittee  before 
which  any  witness  shall  have  been  summoned  to 
testify  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  who  shall  have 
neglected  or  refused  to  testify  or  to  produce  books 
or  papers,  if  he  shall  in  such  smnmons  have  been 
requested  to  produce  books  or  papers,  as  soon  as 
shall  be  practicable  after  such  neglect  or  refusal,  to 
report  the  same  to  the  house  in  which  such  committee 
originated;  or,  if  a  joint  committee,  to  the  house 
before  which  the  authority  originated  for  the  com- 

•  mittee  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  the  end 
that  the  house  may  issue  an  attachment  to  punish 
the  contempt  by  the  witness  of  the  authority  of  such 
house. 

19.  All  attachments  for  contempt  of  the  authority 
of  either  or  of  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly 
shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff,  or  his  deputies,  of  the 
county  in  which  the  general  assembly  shall  be  in 
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session,  and  may  by  such  sheriflfs  or  deputies  be 
served  in  any  county  within  the  state. 

20.  The  joint  committees  of  the  two  houses, 
excepting  the  joint  comonittee  on  engrossed  acts, 
may  report  by  bill,  resolve,  or  otherwise,  to  either 
house  at  their  discretion;  and  all  bills  or  resolves 
reported  by  them  shall  be  written  in  a  fair,  legible 
hand,  without  interlineation,  on  not  less  than  a 
sheet  of  paper,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces 
between  the  several  sections  or  resolves,  and  have  a 
full  and  clear  title,  with  a  proper  endorsement. 

21.  Reports  of  joint  comjnittees  may  be  recom- 
mitted to  the  same  committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
house  first  acting  thereon,  without  asking  the  con- 
currence of  the  other  branch,  and  bills  or  resolves 
which  have  been  previously  acted  on  in  one  branch 
may  be  recommitted  by  the  other  without  a  con- 
current  vote,  except  when  recommitted  with  instruc- 
tions:  Providedy  that  after  such  recommitment 
reports  shall  in  all  cases  be  made  to  the  branch 
which  shall  have  ordered  such  recommitment. 

22.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the 
two  houses  to  meet  in  grand  committee,  such  agree- 
ment shaU  not  be  annulled  or  altered  except  by 
concurrent  vote. 

23.  No  business  shall  be  entered  upon  in  grand 
committee  other  than  that  named  in  the  invitation 
to  meet  in  grand  committee. 

24.  Whenever  any  petition,  act,  or  bill,  or  the 
further  consideration  of  any  matter,  is  continued  by 
either  house  to  the  next  session  of  the  general  as- 
sembly, with  or  without  order  of  notice,  such  action 
thereon  shaU  not  be  communicated  to  the  other 
house. 

25.  In  order  to  preserve  uniformity  in  the  official 
papers  and  ensure  accuracy,  all  petitions,  acts,  and 
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resolutions  presented  to  the  general  assembly  shall, 
as  far  as  possible,  be  written  upon  paper  of  a  uniform 
size  and  style,  which  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
secretary  of  state  and  the  clerks  of  the  two  houses. 

26.  The  joint  committees  of  the  two  houses,  and 
the  standing  and  select  committees  of  each  house, 
may  in  their  discretion  order  the  printing  of  any 
petition,  bill,  or  other  paper  referred  to  them ;  and  all 
said  committees  may  report  in  print. 

27.  All  reports  presented  to  either  house,  or  to 
the  governor  and  forwarded  by  him  to  either  house, 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  other  house  and  then 
referred  by  that  house  to  the  commission  on  state 
printing  and  such  commission  may  in  its  discretion 
authorize  the  printing  of  such  reports  or  any  part  or 
abstract  thereof:  Provided ,  that  either  house  may 
refer  such  reports  to  one  of  its  own  committees  before 
transmission  to  the  other  house  or  before  reference  to 
the  commission  on  state  printing,  but  no  report  shall 
be  printed  unless  recommended  by  the  commission 
on  state  printing,  or  unless  so  ordered  by  joint 
resolution  of  the  general  assembly. 

28.  Whenever  the  two  houses  meet  in  grand 
committee  for  the  election  of  any  person  to  any 
position,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  upon  the 
request  of  ten  members  of  the  grand  committee. 

29.  No  bill,  act,  or  resolution  shall  be  considered 
by  the  general  assembly  except  by  imanimous  consent 
of  the  house  in  which  such  act,  bill,  or  resolution  is 
introduced,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  pre- 
sented on  or  before  the  forty-eighth  day  of  the 
session  and  reported  from  a  conamittee  or  placed 
upon  the  calendar,  on  or  before  the  fifty-sixth  day  of 
the  session. 

30.  Any  joint  rule  may  be  altered,  suspended,  or 
rescinded  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
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members  of  each  house  present  and  voting  thereon; 
but  such  action  may  be  taken  with  reference  to  any 
joint  rule  after  one  calendar  day's  notice  in  each 
house,  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  each  house  present  and  voting  thereon.

Resolved,  That  the  following  rules  be  adopted  for 
the  government  of  the  senate  for  the  years  1917 
and  1918:      • 

Rules  of  the  Senate. 

1 .  The  president  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  at 
the  hour  to  which  the  senate  shall  have  adjourned, 
and  call  the  members  to  order. 
'  2.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum.  He 
may  speak  to  points  of  order,  in  preference  to  the 
members;  and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  senate.  He  shall  declare 
all  votes. 

3.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state 
it  or  read  a  paper  sitting.  The  roll  of  the  senate  shall 
be  called  upon  any  question,  at  the  request  of  one- 
fifth  of  the  members  present;  otherwise  the  question 
shall  be  put  by  yeas  and  nays,  but  if  the  president 
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doubts,  or  any  member  requests  it,  the  senate  shall 
divide.  In  naming  sums  or  numbers,  and  fixing 
times,  the  largest  sum  or  longest  time  shall  be  put 
first. 

4.  Any  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  the 
president  so  direct,  or  at  the  request  of  any  member. 

5.  The  senate  shall  elect  a  president  pro  tempore, 
to  serve  for  the  session,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
president  from  the  chair  he  shall  perform  all  of  the 
duties  of  the  president  and  be  clothed  with  aU  his 
powers.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  ofl&ce  of  both 
president  and  president  pro  temporey  or  in  case 
both  oflicers  are  absent  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
senate  stands  adjourned,  the  secretary,  or  m  his 
absence  the  reading  clerk,  shall  call  the  senate  to 
order  and  shall  preside  until  a  president  pro  tempore 
is  elected.  In  the  absence  of  the  president,  preadeot 
pro  tempore,  secretary  or  reading  clerk,  less  than  a 
quorum  may  elect  a  president  pro  tempore,  secretary 
pro  tempore,  or  reading  clerk  pro  tempore,  who  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  of  president,  secretary  and 
reading  clerk,  respectively,  and  be  clothed  with  afl 
of  their  powers. 

6.  When  a  message  is  received  from  the  house  of 
representatives,  commimicating  any  papers,  the 
president  shall  at  once  read  the  titles  or  state 
the  substance  of  the  papers  communicated  to 
the  senate. 

7.  All  committees,  standing,  joint,  or  select,  shall 
be  elected  by  the  senate  unless  otherwise  provided 
The  senate  shall,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
session,  elect  the  following  standing  conmiittees  to 
consist  of  seven  members  each,  viz. : 

A  committee  on  judiciary. 
A  committee  on  corporations. 
A  committee  on  finance. 
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A  committee  on  special  legislation ; 
also  the  following  standing  committees  to  consist  of 
five  members  each,  viz. : 

A  committee  on  education. 

A  committee  on  rules  and  orders. 

A  committee  on  state  property.

A  committee  on  charities  and  corrections. 
A  committee  on  fisheries. 
A  committee  on  agriculture. 
A  commitee  on  pardons. 

8.  The  secretary  of  the  senate  shall,  at  the 
commencement  of  the  morning  session  of  each  day, 
read  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  day. 

9.  The  standing  committees  of  the  senate  shaU 
next  be  called  upon  for  their  reports  in  the  following 
order,  viz. :  on  judiciary,  on  corporations,  on  finance, 
on  special  legislation,  on  education,  on  rules  and 
orders,  on  state  property,  on  militia,  on  elections,  on 
charities  and  corrections,  on  fisheries,  on  agriculture, 
on  pardons. 

10.  After  the  reports  of  coDMnittees  have  been 
received,  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Motions  to  reconsider. 

2.  Introduction  and  reference  of  new  business. 

3.  Unfinished  business  in  which  the  senate  was 
engaged  at  the  time  of  last  adjournment. 

4.  Special  orders. 

5.  Calendar. 

11.  There  shall  be  a  calendar  kept  by  the  secre- 
tary, upon  which  he  shall  place  the  bills  and  resolu- 
tions (including  substitutes)  reported  by  all  com- 
mittees (except  the  committee  on  engrossed  acts), 
and  aU  other  matters  ordered  placed  thereon  by  the 
senate,  and  such  calendar  shall  clearly  indicate  the 
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subject-matter  of  every  bill  and  resolution  placed 
thereon.  Matters  on  the  calendar  shall  be  arranged 
by  the  secretary  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
reported  or  referred  thereto.  Such  calendar  shall 
be  posted  in  the  chamber  of  the  senate  and  shall  be 
printed  and  distributed  to  the  members  daily. 

12.  No  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  passed  or  con- 
curred in  without  two  readings,  nor  shall  any  bill 
or  resolution  be  read  a  second  time  the  same  day 
without  a  special  order  of  the  senate.  The  first  read- 
ing shall  take  place  upon  the  introduction  of  the  bill 
or  resolution,  and  the  second  after  it  has  been  placed 
upon  the  calendar,  and  no  bill  or  resolution  shall  be 
considered  upon  its  merits  until  after  it  has  been 
printed  and  distributed  to  the  members  at  least  one 
day  previous  to  such  consideration.  No  matter  of 
business  on  the  calendar  shall  be  considered  upon 
its  merits  until  after  it  has  been  on  such  calendar  at 
least  one  day. 

13.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in 
debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  senate,  he  shall 
rise  from  his  seat,  and  respectfully  address  himself  to 
"Mr.  President,''  and  the  presiding  officer  shall 
recognize  the  member  who  shall  first  address  him. 
He  shall  not  be  interrupted  while  speaking  except  by 
a  call  to  order.  If  called  to  order  he  shall  immedi- 
ately sit  down,  unless  permitted  by  the  senate  to 
proceed,  which  shall  be  determined  upon  motion 
without  debate. 

14.  In  all  cases  the  member  who  shall  first  rise 
and  address  the  president  shall  speak  first.  When 
two  or  more  arise  at  once,  the  president  shall  name 
the  member  who  is  to  speak  first.  No  member  shall 
speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  question  without 
leave  of  the  senate  (which  shall  be  determined  with- 
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out  debate)  until  the  other  members  who  have  not 
spoken  shall  speak  if  they  so  desire. 

15.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  unless 
excused,  but  no  member  shall  vote  on  any  question 
of  private  property  in  which  he  is  interested.  No 
member  who  is  absent  when  a  question  is  put  shall 
be  allowed  to  record  his  vote  afterwards,  except  by 
leave  of  the  senate;  and  in  deciding  the  question  of 
granting  leave  he  shall  not  vote.  No  motion  shall 
be  debated  until  it  has  been  seconded.  A  motion 
may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover  at  any  time  before  a 
decision  or  a  motion  to  amend,  except  a  motion  to 
Teconsider,  which  shall  not  be  withdrawn  after  the 
time  has  elapsed  within  which  it  could  be  originally 
made. 

16.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  ordered  the 
names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  alphabetically; 
and  each  member  shall,  without  debate,  declare  his 
assent  or  dissent  to  the  question,  unless  excused  by 
the  senate;  and  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  after  the  decision  shall  have  been  annoxmced 
by  the  president,  but  may  for  sufficient  reasons,  with 
imanimous  consent,  change  or  withdraw  his  vote. 

17.  When  a  member  declines  to  vote  on  call  of 
his  name,  he  shall  be  required  to  assign  his  reasons 
therefor,  and,  having  assigned  them,  the  president 
shall  submit  the  question  to  the  senate,  "Shall  the 
senator,  for  the  reasons  assigned  by  him,  be  excused 
from  voting?"  which  shall  be  decided  without 
debate;  and  these  proceedings  shall  be  had  after  the 
roll-call  and  before  the  result  is  announced,  and  any 
fiuiiher  proceedings  in  reference  thereto  shall  be 
after  such  announcement. 

18.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion 
shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn,  for  the  previous

question,  to  fix  a  time  for  closing  debate,  to  take  a 
recess,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to  amend, 
which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  here  arranged. 

19.  When  a  time  for  the  meeting  of  the  senate 
shall  have  been  previously  fixed,  a  motion  to  adjourn 
shall  be  always  in  order,  except  as  provided  in  rule 
20,  and  that  motion,  the  motions  for  the  previous 
question,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  take  from  the  table, 
to  take  a  recess,  and  for  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

20.  There  shall  be  a  motion  for  the  previous 
question,  which  shall  not  be  debatable,  and  which 
may  be  asked  and  ordered  upon  any  bill  or  section 
thereof,  amendment,  motion,  resolution,  or  question 
which  is  debatable,  any  of  which  shall  be  considered 
as  the  main  question  for  the  purpose  of  applying  the 
previous  question.  All  incidental  questions  of  order 
arising  after  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  has 
been  made,  and  before  the  vote  has  been  taken  on  the 
main  question,  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal 
or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

When  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered,  a 
motion  to  reconsider  such  vote  shall  not  be  in  order, 
and  no  motion  to  adjourn  while  a  quorum  is  present 
shall  be  entertained  between  the  taking  of  such 
vote  and  the  taking  of  the  vote  on  the  main  question, 
but  ten  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  further  debate 
upon  the  main  question,  during  which  no  member 
shall  speak  more  than  three  minutes,  and  a  further 
period  of  ten  minutes,  if  desired,  shall  be  allowed 
for  debate  to  the  member  introducing  the  bill  or 
question  to  be  acted  upon,  or  to  the  member  or 
members  to  whom  he  may  yield  the  floor,  at  the  close 
of  which  time,  or  at  the  close  of  the  first  ten  minutes, 
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in  case  the  introducer  does  not  desire  to  so  use  his 
time,  the  vote  on  the  main  question  shall  be  taken. 
If  incidental  questions  of  order  are  raised  after  the 
previous  question  has  been  ordered,  the  time  occupied 
in  deciding  such  questions  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  time  allowed  for  debate. 

21.  When  an  amendment  proposed  to  any  pend- 
ing measure  is  laid  on  the  table,  it  shall  not  carry 
with  it,  or  prejudice,  such  measure. 

22.  A  question  that  is  susceptible  of  division 
shall,  at  the  request  of  any  member,  be  divided  and 
put  separately  upon  the  propositions  of  which 
it  is  compounded.  Any  biU  of  more  than  one 
section  shall  be  passed  upon  by  sections,  at  the 
request  of  any  member. 

23.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  different 
from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted 
under  color  of  amendment. 

24.  When  any  vote  is  passed  any  senator  voting 
with  the  prevailing  side  may  move  to  reconsider  it 
on  the  same  or  next  day  of  the  same  session;  and 
when  a  motion  for  reconsideration  is  decided  it  shall 
not  be  reconsidered. 

25.  All  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business 
to  be  acted  upon  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

26.  If  the  reading  of  any  printed  or  written 
paper  be  objected  to,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote 
of  the  senate. 

27.  Bills,  resolves,  and  other  papers  in  reference 
to  which  any  member  has  a  right  to  move  a  recon- 
sideration, shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  remain 
in  the  possession  of  the  clerk  until  the  right  of 
reconsideration  has  expired:  Provided,  that  the 
operation  of  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  during  the 
last  week  of  the  session. 
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28.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  standing 
committees  to  take  into  consideration  all  such 
petitions,  resolves,  acts,  bills,  matters  or  things  as 
may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  senate,  and  to  report 
from  time  to  time  their  opinion  thereon,  and  such 
propositions  relative  thereto  as  to  them  shall  seem 
expedient,  with  power  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

29.  The  senate  may,  from  time  to  time,  elect 
select  coDMnittees,  upon  such  subjects  as  it  may 
deem  proper.  A  committee  may  from  time  to 
time  be  elected  to  examine  the  journal  of  the  senate 
and  see  that  its  proceedings  are  properly,  correctly, 
and  legibly  recorded. 

30.  All  committees  may  choose  their  own  chair- 
man, but  if,  upon  their  organization,  a  chairman  is 
not  chosen,  the  person  first  named  shall  be  chairman. 
Select  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members 
unless  otherwise  specially  ordered.  Motions  to  refer 
shall  take  precedence  in  the  following  order,  viz.: 
to  a  standing  conmfiittee  of  the  senate;  to  a  select 
committee  of  the  senate;  to  a  joint  standing  com- 
mittee; to  a  joint  select  committee. 

31.  Any  vacancy  occiuring  in  the  membership  of 
any  of  the  coDMuittees  of  the  senate  shall  be  filled  by 
the  senate. 

32.  No  act  reported  by  or  forwarded  on  the 
recommendation  of  a  joint  committee  of  the  two 
houses  shall  be  in  order  for  concurrence  by  the 
senate  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  members  of  such 
joint  committee  on  the  part  of  the  senate,  if  in 
attendance  on  the  general  assembly,  shall  not  have 
been  notified  or  present  when  the  subject  was  acted 
on  by  said  committee. 

33.  No  report  shall  be  acted  on  in  the  senate 
from  any  joint  committee,  unless  subscribed  by  a 
senator  who  is  a  member  of  said  committee. 
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34.  Whenever  any  bill,  vote,  or  resolution  shall 
come  up  to  the  senate  for  concurrence,  and  be  con- 
curred in  without  amendments,  or  non-concurred 
with,  the  secretary  or  clerk  shall  announce  the  con- 
currence or  non-concurrence  to  the  other  house, 
with  the  title  of  the  bill  or  paper;  but  the  original 
bill,  vote,  or  resolution  concurred  in  by  the  senate 
without  amendments,  or  non-concurred  with,  shall 
not  be  transmitted  to  the  other  house. 

35.  No  petition  for  any  act  of  incorporation,  or 
act  amending  or  altering  any  such  act  of  incor- 
poration, shall  be  considered  on  its  merits  by  the 
senate,  unless  fifty  copies  of  the  form  of  the  act 
proposed  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  clerk  of 
the  senate  for  distribution  to  the  members  of  the 
senate  at  least  one  day  before  such  petition  is  called 
up  and  acted  upon  as  aforesaid. 

36.  Every  appointment  or  removal  by  the  gov- 
ernor which  requires  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  and  every  recommendation  for  the  pardon  of  a 
criminal,  shall  lie  on  the  table  one  legislative  day  and 
imtil  otherwise  ordered  before  being  acted  upon. 

37.  Whenever  the  word  day  is  used  in  these  rules 
and  orders,  it  is  intended  and  shall  be  construed  to 
mean  legislative  day  of  the  same  session. 

38.  When  there  shall  not  be  a  quorum  of  the 
senate  plresent,  any  seven  members  shall  be  author- 
ized (by  a  majority)  to  compel  the  attendance  of  the 
absent  senators,  at  the  expense  of  such  absent 
senators,  in  the  mode  provided  in  the  constitution  or 
by  law. 

39.  None  of  the  foregoing  rules  shall  be  dis- 
pensed with  unless  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  voting;  but  any  rule  may  be  rescinded, 
after  one  day's  notice,  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
voting.

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40.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of 
the  senate  while  in  session,  except  as  follows: 

General  oflicers  of  the  state. 

Judges  of  the  supreme  and  superior  courts. 

Ex-govemors,  ex-lieutenant-govemors,  and  ex- 
senators  and  members  of  the  house  of  representatives. 

Officers  and  employees  of  the  senate  and  house  of 
representatives. 

Clerks  of  the  senate  and  house  committees. 

The  librarian  of  the  state  library. 

Such  representatives  of  the  public  press  and  other 
persons  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  president  of  the 
senate,  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  or  his  deputies  in 
attendance  in  the  senate,  to  see  that  this  rule  is 
enforced. 

41.  No  biU,  act,  or  resolution  shall  be  considered 
or  acted  upon  by  the  senate,  if  objection  is  made, 
unless  the  same  has  been  considered  by  and  reported 
from  a  committee  thereof;  and  no  bill,  act,  or  reso- 
lution shall  be  taken  or  called  from  any  such  com- 
mittee, or  the  committee  discharged  from  the  con- 
sideration thereof,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all 
the  members  elected  to  the  senate.

PROCEEDINGS  IN  GRAND  COMMITTEE. 


Providence,  Tuesday,  January  2,  1917. 

The  two  houses  of  the  general  assembly  met  in 
grand  committee  for  the  purpose  of  listening  to  the 
reading  of  the  certificate  given  by  the  state  returning 
board  to  the  governor,  showing  names  of  the  general 
oflScers  of  the  state,  elected  at  the  election  held  on  the 
Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November, 
1916,  and  for  the  induction  of  the  general  ofl&cers 
elected  into  office. 

His  Honor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  Emery  J. 
San  Souci,  in  the  Chair. 

The  resolution  of  invitation  was  read. 

The  certificate  given  by  the  state  returning  board 
was  read,  announcing  the  election  of  R.  Livingston 
Beeckman  as  governor;  Emery  J.  San  Souci,  lieu- 
tenant-governor; J.  Fred  Parker,  secretary  of  state; 
Herbert  A.  Rice,  attorney-general;  and  Walter  A. 
Read,  general  treasurer. 

The  lieutenant-governor  appointed  a  committee 
of  two  to  escort  the  governor-elect  to  the  floor  of  the 
house  to  be  inducted  into  office. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed : 

Senator  Guy  Norman;  Representative  Frederick 
B.  Coggeshall. 

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  R.  Living- 
ston Beeckman  as  governor,  by  the  secretary  of  state. 

The  honorable  president  of  the  senate,  Philip  H. 
Wilbour,  in  the  chair. 
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The  chair  appointed  a  committee  of  four  to  escort 
the  lieutenant-governor-elect,  the  secretary  of  state- 
elect,  the  attomey-general-elect,  and  the  general 
treasurer-elect,  to  the  floor  of  the  house  to  be  inducted 
into  office. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed. 

Senators  George  T.  Gorton  and  Arthur  L.  Smith; 
Representatives  Richard  W.  Jennings  and  David  J. 
White. 

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  Emerj*^  J. 
San  Souci  as  lieutenant-governor,  by  the  secret&ry 
of  state;  and  to  J.  Fred  Parker,  as  secretary  of  state, 
Herbert  A.  Rice,  as  attorney-general,  and  Walter  A. 
Read,  as  general  treasurer,  by  His  Excellency,  R. 
Livingston  Beeckman,  governor. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor,  Emery  J.  San  Souci, 
then  took  the  chair. 

Proclaniation  was  then  made  of  the  election  of  the 
several  officers,  in  accordance  with  ancient  usage. 

E^^cTJTivE  Appointments, 

January  2,  1917. 

The  lieutenant  governor  annoimced  that  his 
excellency  the  governor  had  appointed  as  members  of 
his  personal  staff:       .
